SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled artwork is classified as unrestricted. 

The artwork consists of ink and spray enamel on posterboard and is 161.3cm by 
121,9cm in dimension. The artwork is a vibrant, brightly coloured image in pink, red 
and yellow, with outlines in black. The image is a simple outline figure of a dog 
standing on a box. Lines emanate from the dog's body, giving it a sense of vigour. 

The publication does not deal with any matters under s3(1), s3(2) or s3(3) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

In consideration of s3(4) of the FVPC Act, the dominant effect of the publication is of a 
simply drawn, cartoon-styled artwork, the bright colours and subject matter of which 
make it readily accessible to broad audiences. The work has considerable artistic and 
cultural merit, being part of the oeuvre of renowned artist Keith Haring. 

Given that no likelihood of injury can be established from the publication's availability, it 
is classified as unrestricted. 
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
